X  A  ONTREAL,  Jan.  10. — Ann  nunc - 
1 VI  log  hia  belief  that  the  Old  World 
stand*  upon  the  verge  of  a  pertod 
o(  prosperity  similar  to  that  which 
U  now  being  experienced  In  North 
America,  Sir  Herbert  8  Holt,  In  the 
course  of  his  presidential  address  to 
thr  shareholders!  of  the  Royal  Bank 
of  Canada,  today  said  that  Canada's 
International  trade  would  soon  rise 
to  new  and  unprecedented  levels. 

8lr  Herbert,  however,  said  trie 
trade  relationship  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada  was  un- 
satisfactory. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  United 
States  sales  to  Canada  were  In 
excess  of  $300,000,000  of  Canadian 
sales  to  the  United  States  In  1923 
Such  an  unbalanced  trade  relation- 
ship was  Injurious  to  the  national 
welfare  of  Canada,  Sir  Herbert  con- 
tinued Another  unsatisfactory  fac- 
tor In  the  situation  was  that  while 
Canada  Imported  manufactured 
roods  from  the  United  States,  paid 
for  at  the  disproportionately  high 
wages  since  the  war.  Canadian  ex- 
ports were  mostly  raw  materials  and 
oUier  Items  not  requiring  skilled 
labor  for  their  manufacture. 

TO  MEET  I"  S.  TARIFF 
Alluding  to  the  demand  In  some 
quarters  In  the  United  States  for 
a  higher  tariff.  Sir  Herbert  said: 

"If  further  handicaps  were  placed 
upon  the  exports  of  Canada.  It  will 
be  imperative  for  the  Dominion  to 
seek  more  favorable  trade  agree- 
ments with  other  nations,  and  to 
change  the  present  relationship  by 
the  application  of  measures  for  our 
own  protection  As  a  last  resort  It 
may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion by  direct  tariff  Increase  and  by 
granting  further  preference  to  Oreat 
Britain  and  to  most  favored 
nations." 

After  saying  he  was  not  suggest- 
ing tariffs  that  would  Increase  the 
cost  of  living,  but  merely  permit  of 
the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  and 
stable  prosperity.  8ir  Herbert  called 
attention  to  the  possibility  of  In- 
creased trade  with  the  Orient 

Touching  on  the  over-production 
of  newsprint.  Sir  Herbert  said  It 
was  imperative  that  measures  be 
taken  to  remedy  this  situation.  The 
most  pressing  Internal  problem  of 
Canada,  he  thought,  was  the  need 
for  more  population,  and  he  recom- 
Continoed  on  Page  2.

POUCE  RAIDS 


Among  the  arguments  that  were 
advanced  by  the  timber  men  was 
that  the  anticipated  increase  In  the 
lumber  rates  that  were  in  view  when 
the  Increased  rates  were  established 
In  1924  had  not  materialized. 

Various  reasons  were  advanced  for 
this  and  details  submitted  with 
evidence  on  the  sublect  from 
American  as  well  as  Canadian  sta- 
tistics connected  with  the  industry. 
The  Increase  In  the  use  of  substi- 
tutes for  lumber  was  cited  by  them 
as  among  the  reasons  for  the  failure 
to  advance  in  price  on  the  part  of 
lumber. 

EFFECT  ON  SMALL  OPERATORS 

It  was  urged  that  If  the  statutory 
Increase  In  the  royalties  was  Insisted 
upon  In  1930.  the  situation  would  be 
created  that  smaller  logging  opera- 
tions would  have  to  close  down.  This 
would  be  followed  by  the  throwing 
of  men  out  of  employment. 

It  was  set  out  that,  having  In  view 
the  fact  that  British  Columbia 
possessed  a  supply  of  mature  timber 
sufficient  to  maintain  a  greater  an- 
nual cut  in  perpetuity  than  the 
present  one.  it  would  be  contrary  to 
sound  economic  principles,  and  to 
the  declared  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment, to  be  a  party  to  a  course  of 
action  that  would  have  such  a 
disastrous  effect. 

The  trend  of  lumber  prices  and 
stum  page  values  during  the  last  four 
years  were  cited  as  supporting  the 
representations  that  were  made  by 
the  lumber  Interests  in  1934  when 
the  royalties  were  under  review,  and 
when  It  was  contended  by  the  timber 
men  that  the  rates  should  then  be 
for  a  ten-year  period. 

At  that  time.  1924.  It  rras  set  out 
In  the  memorandum  presented  by 
the  delegation  yesterday,  the  royalty 
fixed  by  the  Oovernment  for  the 
first  five-year  period  was  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  proposed  one  by  the 
industry.  The  amount  fixed  was  ap- 
proximately an  average  of  98  cents 

The  increase  for  the  second  five- 
year  period  was  an  Increase  on  the 
average  royalty  paid  of  2*»  per  cent. 
This  latter  n>te  was  protested  against 
by  the  industry  at  the  time  It  wsa 
argued. 

There  was  no  attempt  made  by 
the  delegation  to  get  away  from  the 
system  that  was  in  force,  and  which 
had  been  adopted  In  1914  at  the  time 
that  the  late  Hon.  W  R.  Ross  was 
Minister  of  Lands. 

THREE  PRINCIPLES 

The  system  of  assessing  royalties

I  considered  a  municipal  undertaking. 

I  Especially  is  this  true  hi  relation  to 
colleges,  technical  schools,  superior 
or  high  schools.  There  ts  some  force 
In  the  arrangement  that  munici- 
palities should  provide  for  primary 
education,  although  I  personally 
think  that  all  Institutions  of  learn- 
ing, provided  for  and  equipped  by 
fBxni  levied  UDon  the  oeople.  should 
be  provinclally  paid  for,  and  con- 
trolled direct  by  the  Oovernment 
But  as  a  lesser  measure,  I  consider 
that  the  schools,  other  than  the 
primary  schools,  should  be  at  least 
district  or  country  wide 

CITES   ONTARIO  SYSTEM 

"If  I  am  correctly  Informed.  On- 
tario's high  schools  are  not  muni- 
cipal institutions,  but  are  supported 
by  the  districts  contiguous  to  the 
schools.  One  or  more  of  the  prairie 
provinces  apply  his  method  to  their 
public  schools.  Why  then  should 
'not  British  Columbia  adopt  this 
principle?" 

Alderman  Merchant  pointed  out 
that  the  new  Minister  of  Education 
might  well  break  a  new  trail  along 
this  line.  "He  Is  from  the  educated 
professional  ranks,  and  is  not  want- 
ing in  new  ideas  and  tn  courage  if 
he  was  assured  of  general  support. 
I  feel  pretty  certain  that  he  would 
not  hesitate  to  explore  new  ground 
and  act  upon  the  Information 
gained 

"Why  should  not  the  school  boards 
of  all  the  municipalities  unite  to  in- 
terview the  minister,  and  seek  his 
advice  and  Interest  In  the  matter? 

"I  repeat  that  Victoria  and  dis- 
trict needs  a  technical  school  and 
ought  to  have  It .  but  Victoria 
should  neither  be  the  'milch  cow'  for 
the  district,  nor  the  mule  to  bear 
all  the  burdens  Incidental  to  new 
educational  requirements  for  the 
district 

"I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
technical  school  but  I  want  a  square 
d^al  for  Victoria. *  he  declared

C.  E.  NelU,  general  manager  of 
the  bank,  after  referring  to  the 
prosperity  which  had  accrued  to  the 
farmers  owing  to  the  record  crop  of 
1928.  said  that  there  was  pronounced 
shortage  of  cattle  in  the  United 
States  and  there  had  been  a  move- 
men  to  purchase  cattle  in  Canada 
With  the  present  strength  in  the 
price  of  livestock,  it  would  seem 
wiser  for  the  farmer  to  increase 
rather  than  decrease  his  holdings 
of  beef  and  dairy  stock. 

Mr.  Nelll  remarked  that  the  sug- 
gestion in  the  United  States  that 
the  national  government  co-operate 
with  the  state  governments  in  set- 
ting aside  a  large  sum  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads  and  other  public 
works  whenever  the  business  barom- 
eter pom  ted  toward  depression,  con- 
tained the  germ  of  an  Idea  which 
the  Canadian  Government  and  lead- 
ers in  Industry  well  might  keep  in 
mind. 

Mr.  Nelll  said  that  undoubtedly

The  decision  of  the  British  Columbia  Tele- 
phone Company  to  establish  an  automaMc  tele- 
phone system  In  this  city  Is  a  striking  Indication 
of  the  new  outlook  on  civic  progress  which  has 
been  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  past  six 
months.  The  expenditure  that  will  be  Involved 
In  the  cut-over  from  the  present  to  the  new 
system  will  be  In  the  neighborhood  of  $900,000. 
A  building  must  be  erected  for  the  automatic 
equipment,  new  instruments  must  be  Installed 
all  over  the  local  service  and  what  is  proposed 
will  extend  beyond  the  confines  of  this  muni- 
cipality because  the  Oordon  Head.  Belmont  and 
Colqultz  exchanges,  with  the  districts  they  serve, 
are  all  to  be  embraced  by  the  new  equipment. 
Therefore  the  area  known  as  Greater  Victoria 
will  be  included  In  the  automatic  service  which 
wUl  be  In  force  by  the  Summer  of  next  year. 

The  B.  C.  Telephone  Company  deserves  con- 
gratulations on  its  enterprise  and  it  Is  a  matter 
of  particular  pride  to  Victorians  that  their  city 
should  have  been  chosen  for  the  development  in 
this  respect  on  a  large  scale.  The  company  be- 
llies, despite  the  heavy  outlay  that  will  be 
Involved,  that  the  improvement  is  warranted  by 
the  growth  of  the  community  and  the  excellent 
otillook  there  Is  for  continued  progress.  Auto- 
matic telephones  mean  that  less  employees  will 
be*  needed  In  the  telephone  exchanges  but  the 
company  intends  to  look  after  those  employees 
It  now  has  here.  For  those  who  are  not  needed 
here,  when  the  automatic  system  goes  into  effect, 
work  will  be  found  In  other  exchanges  in  the 
Province,  and,  as  vacancies  occur  here,  those 
employees  will  be  given  the  opportunity  of  re- 
turning to  fill  them.

Ail  of  the  stars  we  see  at  night. 
VtaM  the  sky  seems  powdered  with 
.Mreaks  of  light,  are  not  hot.  how- 
ever The  planet*  .there  are  seven 
beside  the  earth* -are  those  which 
seem  to  shine  more  steadily,  instead 
The.0'  lwl»aling.  and  are  much  cooler 
The  twinkly  stars  are  suns,  like 
our  own  sun.  snd  it  is  quite  possible 
that  they  have  whirling  about  them, 
earth*  something  like  our  own.  But 
the  steadier  light*  are  planets,  and 
these  do  not  shine  at  night  because 
of  their  own  heat,  but  because  they 
reflect  the  light  of  our  sun  buck 
down  to  us.

Developments  In  the  leadership  and  control  of 
the  Salvation  Army  are  turning  out  as  has  been 
mooted  for  some  time  past.  The  High  Council, 
now  In  session,  has  asked  General  Bramwell 
Booth  to  retire  from  the  active  leadership  be- 
cause of  his  health,  as  it  is  believed  It  Is  impos- 
sible for  him  to  recover  sufficiently  to  resume  his 
labors.  The  assumption  is  that,  owing  to  his 
sickness,  Oeneral  Booth  will  acquiesce,  however 
much  the  proposal  goes  against  the  grain,  and 
that  hereafter  the  Salvation  Army  will  be  admin- 
istered and  directed  by  n  Council  or  Commission 
appointed  by  the  High  Council,  with  Oeneral 
Booth,  during  his  lifetime,  retaining  only  the 
titular  honor  of  the  position  to  which  he  suc- 
ceeded on  the  death  of  his  Illustrious  father. 

The  career  of  Oeneral  Bramwell  Booth,  the 
Salvation  Army's  head  for  the  past  sixteen  years 
and  the  chief  executive  for  many  years  before, 
has  been  a  disappointment  to  those  who  predicted 
that  this  organltatlon  would  break  up  after  Its 
founder  and  masterful  director  had  passed  away. 
The  fact  Is  that  the  eldest  son  took  up  his 
father's  work  and  carried  It  forward,  enlarging 
its  field  of  operations  and  perfecting  It  into  a 
world-wide  enterprise  of  great  cohesive  strength. 
Not  a  flaming  evangelist  »s  was  his  father.  Oen- 
eral Bramwell  Booth  was  a  wise  and  gracious 
administrator.  lie  harnessed  the  warm -hearted 
energy  created  by  his  parent  and  made  the 
movement  one  of  the  most  powerful  humanita- 
rian and  redemptive  Institutions  of  Christian 
history.  The  Salvation  Army  Is  an  illustration  of 
the  power  of  a  great  Idea  yoked  with  a  great 
business  ability  . 

The  contribution  the  Salvation  Army  has 
made  to  modern  life  cannot  be  computed  It  has 
stood  for  giving  Um  worst  man  and  the  worst 
woman  another,  and  still  another  chance.

Slr.-I  am  taking  the  liberty  of 
forwarding  a  little  more  comment 
on  the  letter  of  Mr  H.  Hastings,  this 
time  replying  to  his  criticism  of  the 
School  Act. 

After  making  a  number  of  quota- 
tions, etc .  he  sums  up  the  result  of 
his  study  In  four  numbered  para- 
graphs to  explain  just  what  It 
means.   The  first  reads 

"l-  Education  must  be  provided, 
not  only  for  people- of  British  Co- 
lumbia, but  also  for  the  children  of 
any  country  who  happen  to  be  with- 
But  Prohibition  was  a 'm  district,  so  long  a"  they  are 
of  school  age." 

This  is  common  to  all  British 
countries,  and  Indeed  to  all  progres- 
sive countries.  Compulsory  educa- 
tion has  banished  ignorance,  super- 
stition, to  a  large  extent  disease, 
and  has  raised  us  out  of  the  level 
of  the  Dark  Ages.  We  do  not  want 
to  turn  back  the  clock. 

Paragraph  2  reads  'There  Is 
nothing  to  prevent  a  person  acquir- 
ing an  old.  roomy  mansion  and  turn- 
ing it  into  n  residence  for  children 
and  advertising  in  the  wide  world 
for  boarders,  with  the  promise  of 
free  education  " 

The  ren«on  British  Columbia  Is 
not  flooded  with  such  Institutions  is 


•  great  vote-getter,"  and  that  was  a 
matter  of  the  utmost  concern  to  the 
politicians.  So  the  politicians  be- 
came ardent  Prohibitionists,  and 
Uncle  3am  is  directly  indebted  to 
them  for  the  gift  of  Prohibition. 


The  power  of  the  democracy  of 
the  United  States  Is  almost  fabu- 
lous, but  great  a*  that  power  may 
be.  It  Is  not  sufficiently  powerful  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Pro- 
hibition law.  At  least  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  admit* 
it  has  not  the  power  necessary  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Pro- 
hibition law.  for  it  has  appealed  to 
foreign  nation*  to  aid  it  In  enforc- 
ing the  law  by  making  laws  and 
regulations  conforming  to  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  the  United 
States.  The  foreign  nations  have 
listened  sympathetically  to  this  ap- 
peal and  have  granted  concessions 
to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States.  Great  Britain  has  been  the 
chief  concessionaire  and  Caoada  has 
done  what  she  could  to  help  her 
helpless  neighbor  to  solve  his  Intri- 
cate problem  The  United  States  has 
interpreted  the  concessions  granted 
most  liberally,  it  has  taken  advan- 


and  seldom  any  In  the  High  School. 

Paragraph  4  reads:  "Assuming 
that.  In  order  to  provide  for  free 
education  for  the  children  of  tourists, 
we  have  provided  buildings  and 
teachers;  another  situation  arises 
when  these  temporary  residents 
leave,  for  the  Act  goea  on  to  say 
that  so  long  as  there  Is  accommoda- 
tion, anybody  over  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  can  demand  tuition,  free  of 
cost,  so  that  the  teachers  will  have 
to  be  kept  on."

Senator  Ross  was  governor  of  Dal-

WOODEN  PIPES 

Story  I«  Told  to  Enxineerint  Insu- 
late of  Canada  by  Mr 
J.  B.  Holdcroft 

Mr  J  B.  Holdcroft.  A.MR.I.C.  of 
the  Pacific  Pipe  Company,  of  Van- 
couver, delivered  an  interesting  ad- 
dress before  the  members  of  the 
Engineering  Institute  of  Canada. 
Victoria  branch,  last  evening. 

The  npeaker  traced  the  history  of 
wooden  pipes  being  used,  the  prac- 
tice of  utilizing  this  method  of 
carrying  water  dating  back  a  long 
way  in  history.  Some  were  found 
In  London.  England,  that  had  been 
used  in  the  time  of  Charles  I. 

The  largest  wood  stave  pipe  used 
on  this  continent  was  sixteen  feet 
in  diameter.  This  was  manufac- 
tured In  the  United  States.  The 
largest  one  made  in  Canada  was 
thirteen  feet  six  inches  in  diameter. 
By  means  of  slides  the  lecturer 
showed  the  construction  of  the  stave 
pipes,  and  among  the  views  was  that 
of  a  pipe  still  in  ase  which  had  been 
made  ten  years  ago 

The  use  of  wooden  pipes  for  carry- 
ing water,  sewerage,  and  waste  was 
found  to  be  good  engineering  prac- 
tice This  was  so  bees  use  very  often 
when  such  style  of  pipe  was  used, 
it  was  found  that  by  the  time  the 
pipe  had  spent  its  lifetime  a  new 
r.ystem  would  have  been  required  In 
nny  event  to  meet  the  changed  con- 
ditions. 

The  illustrations  allowed  the  use 
of  Douglas  fir  of  three- inch  plank 
used  in  some  of  the  pipes  with  Iron 
bands  holding  them  in  place,  the 
Iron  bands  being  as  large  as 
quarters  of  an  inch  tn

In  his  second  annual  report  to  the 
City  Police  Commission.  Traffic  In- 
spector John  T  Boulton  yesterday 
said  that  during  the  past  year  948 
prosecutions  were  instituted  by  the 
traffic  department.

Inspector  Boulton.  who  Is  head  of 
the  traffic  department,  stated  that 
the  motorcycle  constables  have  paid 
rpeclal  attention  to  the  curbing  of 
speeders*  and  reckless  drivers  on  ar- 
terial highways,  the  regulation  of 
traffic  to  the  races,  hockey  matches, 
etc. 

The  constables  detailed  for  duty  In 
the  business  area  have  given  special 
attention  to  the  free  movement  of 
traffic  In  this  district,  the  proper 
parking  or  vehicles,  etc. 

"The  traffic  squad  has  regularly 
Attended  to  the  bank  patrol,  the 
escorting  of  large  sums  of  moneys 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Express 
to  and  from  the  wharves,  the  boat 
traffic  at  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way wharf,  the  train  and  market 
traffic."  Inspector  Boulton  said. 

"During  the  year  nine  arterial 
highways  were  put  In  operation 
Around  the  business  district  eight 
street  car  safety  zones  were  estab- 
lished 

"There  have  been  during  the  past 
year  an  increase  of  about  2.000 
motor  vehicles  licenced  to  local  own- 
ers, making  approximately  12.300 
motor  vehicles,  including  about  210 
motorcycles.  In  and  around  the  city. 

"During  the  year  the  C  P  R ,  Ed- 
monds. Olympic  and  Sidney  ferries 
carried  13.011  motor  vehicles  In- 
bound, and  15,273  outbound. 

"In  conclusion."  Inspector  Bciil- 
ton  said.  "I  wish  to  state  that  the 
members  of  the  traffic  department 
have  worked  in  complete  harmony, 
and  on  behalf  of  the  department.  I 
respectfully  take  the  liberty  of  mak- 
ing application  for  an  Increase  In 
salary  commensurans  with  the  sal- 
aries paid  to  police  traffic  men  of 
other  Coast  cities."  -

Mansour  took  delight  In  teaching 
me  new  Arabic  words,  wlille  I  helped 
increase  his  knowledge  of  pigeon 
French;  we  liked  each  other  from 
the  start,  and  as  the  days  passed, 
he  became  confidential 

One  morning,  back  in  our  own 
encampment,  he  seemed  deprcsed. 
His  gay  exuberance  was  missing. 
I  asked  him  If  he  had  n  headache. 
"Nay,"  he  replied,  •"it.  (a  my  shoulders 
which  ache  and  smart  as  If  they 
had  been  trampled  on  by  ten  thou- 
sand djinn." 

Bering  I  was  puzzled,  he  suddenly 
grinned  a  rueful,  childish  grin,  and 
said,  like  a  bad  boy  caught  In  a  not- 
too- wicked  prank: 

"You  see.  last  evening,  I  shot  my 
brother." 

This  news  surprised  me.  and 
what  it  might  have  to  do  with  his 
itching  back  was  not  altogether 
Cflg**. 

"Last  month,  before  you  came  "  he 
continued,  "we  made  a  little  ghrnezu 
ngatnst  the  Slrdleh.  and  I  enriched 
myself  with  a  mare  and  colt. 

"My  brother  (also  a  slave  of  Mit- 
khal's)  rides  not  in  ghrazxu,  for 
being  occupied  at  the  palace.  He 
deals  generous!/  by  me,  and  I  by 
him.  and  what  I  take  In  ghraaxu. 
we  often  share.  This  time  he  de- 
manded the  colt,  but  for  a  whim  I 
refused  him  Indeed  I  wished  to 
keep  both  for  myself,  may  Allah 
forgive  my  gTeedlness!  But  yester- 
day I  learned  that  my  brother,  for 
spite,  had  sent  the  colt  to  Amman, 
and  sold  it  and  kept  the  gold.  So 
that  I  went  to  require  it  of  him.  but 
r.-hen  I  came  upon  him.  the  coir 
ji:mped  up  In  my  throat,  and  made 
me  shoot  him— but  only  through  the 
arm.  praise  be  to  the  AU-lferciful. 
lor  I  did  not  wish  his  death. 

"Then  came  the  Pasha"— this  was

Mansour.  the  black  slave  who  had 
been  beaten  like  a  dog.  now  superbly 
mounted  on  a  white  mare,  with  his 
gold-embroidered    abba    and  the 
jewels  of  his  scimitar  gleaming, 
stretched  out  his  great  black  paw 
and  a  long  arm  from  which  flowed 
pointed  voluminous  sleeves  of  finest 
muslin,  and  made  a  sweeping  ges- 
ture to  indicate  a  stretch  of  field* 
which  must  have  comprised  at  least 
three  hundred  acres. 
"All  this  i»  mine."  he  said  proudly, 
and  all  these  people  of  the-earth- 
fray  races  toil  for  my  Increment." 
"How  did  you  get  It?" 
"My  uncle  gave  it  me.  after  I  had 
warded  a  sword-thrust  from  him 
when  the  Wahabl  came  against  us 
in  the  south  " 

I  glanced  at  Mitkhal  for  confirma- 
tion, and  he  nodded  that  it  was  true. 

But  when  I  returned  to  America 
and  said  to  friends,  without  explain- 
ing the  circumstances:  "I  have  seen 
on  the  desert  edge  a  black  Moslem 
slave  riding  bejeweled.  In  gold-em- 
broidered robes,  among  white  Christ- 
ian girls  and  women  who  tolled  for 
Mm  barefooted  in  the  fields."  my 
trtends  replied:  "Stuff  and  nonsense! 
You  are  stringing  us.  for  there  waa 
nothing  like  that  even  in  the  days 
of  Haroun  el  Reshld,  and  now  It  la 
a  modernized  country,  where  the 
French  and  English  have  abolished 
slavery  itself —certainly  slaves  who 
wear  curved  swords  and  are  masters 
over  Christian  women." 

Yet  there  are  stranger  things  than 
this  in  Oie  desert  tent  and  palace, 
where  farangl  law  has  never  reached, 
and  perhaps  never  will. 

Mansour.  though  a  slave,  was  one 
of  the  richest  members  of  the  tribe, 
after  Mltkhal'a  own  family  He 
could  have  ridden  a  couple  of  days' 
Journey  to  any  British  post 
and  become  automatically  a  freed 
man.  but  he  would  have  been  a  fool 
to  do  IL  In  fact.  I  heard  of  no 
slave  who  had  invoked  the  farengi 
law.  and  of  only  one  who  had  ever 
run  away  And  that  was  a  genera- 
tion back 

Mktkhal's  father  had  a  powerful 
Sudanese,  mighty  In  battle  but  evil- 
tempered.  One  night  he  fell  In  a 
rage  with  his  master,  tore  the  sheik  s 
weapons  from  him.  and  mauled  him 
like  a  aavage  beast.  Death  would 
have  been  the  penalty,  so  the  Sud- 
anese fled,  and  with  a  rage  still  In 
his  heart,  sought  sanctuary  with  the 
great  Roualla  tribe,  hereditary  ene- 
mies of  the  Bent  Sakhr. 

By  stealth,  he  entered  the  Roualla

■  banker— myself  and  they  in  motor 
j  car  and  European  clothes— 1  visited 
a  Roualla  camp  We  were  received 
with  a  proud,  rough,  lavish  hospi- 
tality, but  not  in  friendship.  Amir 
Amlu  is  "dakhtle"  to  ail  Bedouins 
north  of  Mcclain  Salth.  because  he 
ruled  them  justly  as  desert  governor 
under  the  Turks,  but  nere  was  no 
embracing  or  talk  of  brotherhood 
I  felt  In  them— particularly  toward 
myself  and  the  Damascene— a  sav- 
age, disdainful  contempt 
When  we  entered  the 
rugs  and  camel  saddles  were  placed 
for  us,  but  the  sheik  sat  apar.  with 
his  men  on  the  ground.  However, 
a  big  deal  In  flocks  was  pending 
and  though  unwilling  to  be  friendly. 
I  think  he  wanted  to  impress  the 
banker  with  the  fact  that  the  tribe 
was  prosperous  enough  to  hold  out 
for  its  own  terms.  At.  any  rate, 
when  dinner  time  came,  a  gigantic 
iron  pan.  at  least  nine  feet  in  di- 
ameter, carried  by  more  than  a 
doaen  staggering  men,  was  brought 
In.  with  the  carcass  of  an  entire 
camel  roasted  whole  We  were  in- 
vited to  ait  around  It  and  eat  our 
fill,  no  member  of  the  tribe,  not 
even  the  Roualla  sheik  ate  with  us. 

When  we  had  finished,  the  sheik 
and  aome  twelve  of  his  warriors 
squatted  around  the  enormus  feast. 

Amir  Amin  had  told  me  to  watch 
closely  for  unusual  happening*..  I 
observed  that  the  sheik  picked  up  a 
una  11  piece  of  the  liver  and  a  t  it: 
but  that  afterward  he  scooped  up  * 
handful  of  rice  and  gravy,  prepared 
a  bail  as  if  to  put  it  in  hi*  mouth, 
but  kissed  It.  dropped  it  to  the 
ground,  and  ate  no  more  The  Rou- 
alla warriors  each  tore  off  from  the 
carcass  a  strip  of  meat,  wiped  It 
across  their  lips,  dropped  It  to  the 
ground,  sat  back  with  every  sign  of 
having  finished  a  satisfactory  meal.

There  tu  a  constantly  discussed 
report  In  our  section  that  Jesse 
James  had  never  taken  off  hi*  gun- 
belt  since  he  first  joined  the  Oueril- 
laa  under  Quantrell  He  had  even 
learned  to  sleep.  It  was  said,  so  that 
if  awakened  In  the  night  his  hand 
would  be  on  the  crip  of  his  gun  as 
his  eyes  opened.  Tnat  bell  meant 
more  to  me  than  John  L.  Sullivan's 
would  hAVC. 

It  is  needless  to  ay  that  we  Ut- 
ile boys  regarded  Jesse  James  aa  s 
great  hero.  1  guess  most  boy  did. 
I  had  a  big  advantage,  though,  in 
that  I  played  with  Bob  Parmer,  the 
little  son  of  Mrs.  Allen  Palmer,  the 
sister  of  Jesse  and  Prank  James. 
Our  yards  were  Just  across  the  street 
from  each  other. 

Little  Bob  had  assured  me  that 
the  report  of  his  uncle  never  taking 
off  his  belt  was  correct  He  had 
through  the  keyhole  to  watch 
go  to  bed. 
On  one  occasion,  we  were  told 
•  and  we  believed',  a  man  found 
Jesse's  hiding  place  and  sneaked  up 
to  the  door,  which  he  found  un- 
locked. A  ray  of  moonlight  flashed 
on  the  bine  steel  of  his  gun  as  he 
drew  it  to  shoot  the  outlaw  sleep- 
ing Before  he  could  pull  the  trigger 
there  was  a  flash  from  Jesse's  bed 
The  first  bullet  shot  the  gun  from 
the  man's  hand  and  the  next  went 
through  his  heart.  In  ten  minutes 
Jesae  and  his  gang  were  riding  to 
Another  town. 

•'/.ED  WITH  BANDIT 
The  virtues  or  Jesse  James  were 
opeius/  extolled  In  our  town.  There 
was  much  sympathy  for  him,  many 
people  believing  that  he  had  been 
wronged  and  forced  into  banditry. 
He  made  a  point  of  never  riding  in 
Texas.  When  he  stopped  at  a  farm 
house  or  ranch  he  always  gave  the 
woman  a  120  gold  piece,  and  paid 
well  for  everything  he  got.  Theae 
people  would  not  only  hide  him.  but 
would  try  to  throw  the  sheriff > 
posse  off  the  trail.

The 
business  of  holding  up  the  frightened 
passengers  then  proceeded,  the 
fumes  of  whisfcy  ruling  the  car. 

"If  you  want  to  drink,  do  li  when 
I  teU  you,"  Jesse  told  the  man. 
"But  never  let  a  drop  or  whisky 
pass  your  Hps  during  business 
hours  I" 

That  story  went  the  rounds,  the 
being  to  impress  upon  folks 
Jesse  James  was  pointing  out 
the  evils  or  drinking 

Aa  I  have  said  my  eyes  were 
riveted  on  his  belt  that  night  Yes. 
there  It  was.  even  while  he  kissed 
his  sister. 

The  first  time  Jease  James  re- 
moved that  belt  he  was  killed 

With  several  of  the  gang,  includ- 
ing Bob  Ford,  he  had  gone  to  his 
other  sister 'a  home  In  Missouri 
Peeling  particularly  good,  Jesae  had 
offered  to  help  his  sister  fix  up  the 
house.  They  were  all  in  the  din- 
ing-room. Bob  Ford  sitting  at  the 
taole.  A  picture  on  the  wall  was 
not  right.

The  outlaw  got  on  a  chair  to  hang 
the  picture.  He  found  his  belt  In  the 
way.   Forgetting  for  once,  he  undid 
the  buckle  and  laid  the  belt,  with 
the  pistol  in  It.  on  the  table. 
SHOT    WITH    H.\\n>  IF 
Then  he  reached  up  with  both 
hands  to  hang  the  picture.    It  was 
the  first  time  anybody  ever  had 
Jesse  James  with  his  hands  up. 
Ford  caught  the  Idea  In  a  Hash 
Reaching  for  Jesses  belt  he  puUed 
one  of  the  six-shooters  and  shot  his 
leader  dead. 

[  A  big  reward  had  been  offered  for 
Jesse  James,  dead  or  aUve.  Ford 
thought  of  that  reward.  Though  he 
had  rid  the  country  of  Its  moat 
dangerous  ouUaw  nobody  ever  spoke 
or  his  deed  except  with  acorn. 

Jesse  James,  you  know  lived  as  a 
citizen  under  the  name  of  Howard. 

In  those  days  every  kid  sang  a 
song  that  ran  like  this: 

-The  dirty  Uttle  coward 
Tnat  shot  Mister  Howard 
And  laid  poor  Jesae  In  his  grave. 

As  I  grew  up  into  a  man  the  deeds 
ot  the  James  gang  were  still  dis- 
cussed The  evil  el  feet  or  their  ad- 
venturous deeds  was  to  lead  many 
young  men  Into  a  wrong  way  oi 
thinking.  For  a  long  time— ten 
years  or  more— there  was  a  spell  ot 
train  robbing  and  other  outlawry 

I  had  a  Joo  of  line  riding  for  a 
big  ranch.  That  means  it  was  my 
duty  to  ride  along  the  border  of  a 
ranch  and  see  that  the  cattle  kept 
to  their  own  range.  Another  cow- 
boy, Crawford  Foster,  worked  with 
me.  He  rode  from  one  end  and  I 
from  the  other.  We  would  meet  at 
night  and  camp  together.  Rarely 
did  a  night  pass  but  Foster  would 
beg  me  to  go  into  %  schema  with 
him  to  rob  a  bank  He  had  his 
hold-up  aU  planned  and  would  point 
out  very  carefully  how  It  could  be 
worked  out.  Luckily  I  had  enough 
•enae  not  to  be  Influenced.  At  that 
his  talk  was  alluring 

Bo  strong  did  the  Idea  atay  in 
Fosters  mind  that  he  finally  got 
another  young  cowboy  In  with  him 
and  they  actually  did  vab  th*  bank 
at  Wichita  Falls,  shooing  u*  cash- 
ier 

They  were  both  caught  and 
hanged  to  a  pole  directly  in  front 
of  the  bank  they  had  robbed.  Those 
dangling  figures  cured  a  lot  of  out- 
law idea*  then  cropping  up  in 
youngsters. 

A  little  later  on  I  intend  to  re- 
late an  Incident  of  the  famous  drive 
we  made  in  taking  a  herd  all  the 
way  from  Texas  to  Montana  for 
graalng  At  this  moment,  though 
it  recalls  another  bit  or  train  rob- 
bing 

In  out  ouUlt  there  were  three 
cowboy,  _  BlUy  Newberry  Matt 
Shaw  and  Newt  Otbson.  Occasion- 
ally in  camp  they  would  sit  around 
and  discuss  the  advantage  or  train 
robbery  and  of  organising  another 
gang  like  that  of  Jesse  Jame*  Again 
I  was  wise  enough  to  listen,  but 
keep  my  own  counsel. 

The  rest  of  us  thought  It  all  talk 
and  forgot  it  when  we  finally 
brought  the  herd  Into  Montana 

A  little  later  I  was  sent  on  to 
Kansas  City  and  Chicago  an*  me 
cattle  train  and  then  given  a  past 
back  to  Texas  WhUe  I  was  gone 
those  boys  actually  did  organise  an 
outlaw  band. 

They  held  up  a  Northern  Pacific 
train  and  robbed  the  cxpreas  mes- 
senger of  $60,000  in  gold.    The-  did

About  11.000.000  a  day  Is  being 
fpent  for  motor  bus  transportation 
In  the  Uggted  States.  Carl  W.  Stocks, 
editor  of  Bus  Transportation,  is  au- 
thority for  the  statement  that  motor 
buses  now  cover  s.ooo.OQO  miles  a 
dav.  and  handle  3,000  000,000  paseen- 
sers  annually,  who  pay  $380,000,000 
for  the  service. 

Of  the  92.000  buses  In  operation 
in  the  United  States.  38.000  operate 
In  regular  service  between  cities, 
and  in  many  cases  the  dally  routes 
are  from  300  to  300  miles.  There 
are  4.000  buses  in  interstate  opera- 
tion. 

Railroad  companies  have  pur- 
chased 1.100  buses  to  supplement 
their  service,  while  nearly  10.000 
buses  are  being  used  by  300  street 
railway  systems.  It  is  estimated  that 
1800  000,000  ta  tied  up  In  buses. 
Other  millions  are  being  spent  in 
scores  of  cities  for  modem  bus  ter- 
minals

Mr.  Arnold,  ol  Bradneld.  a  keen 
BriUsh  marine  motorist,  carried  out
